ONTARIO, August 5.—Ontario 
city council last night heard a 
plea for an increased library tax 
rate to provide funds for an ad- 
dition to the present building, and 
set next Monday night as the time 
{for hearing the petition of William 
Atchley, Upland, for the estab- 
jlishment of a miniature golf 
course across from the Chaffey 
campus. 

During the last three years the 
library board has saved out of its 
regular budget $6000, C. W. Ran- 
dall told the officials. An addi- 
tion to the building that would 
double the present capacity of the 
library will cost, furnished, about 
$12,000. The request called for a 
tax rate of 22 cents this year and 
24 cents next year, these figures 
providing a sufficient surplus to 
erect the addition within two 
years. The present rate is 20
